Credit of approximately 1,000 million 
Marks has been involved in our dealings 
with the GDR.

All this is in the balance and many 
other factors Loo if it comes tO recogni- 
tion in intemational law and the two 
Germanys are henceforth considercd 
foreign to each olher:

Federal Republic. Although these advan- 
tages are not of the kind that can be 
worked out in Marks and Pfennigs they 
are nevertheless of considerable value to 
the other part of Germany with ils 
constant difficulties in trading freely. 

The GDR is envied by all its Eastern 
Bloc partners for being able to obtain 
from the EEC via the Federal Republic 
every possible kind öf vital product, raw 
materials, intermediary products . and 
machinery. 


What is more the GDR gets all these at 
reasonable prices since if, too, has profit 
ed fron revaluation of the Mark. 

In addition to this the Federal Republic 
buys ‘large quantities .çf goods from its 
eastern neighbour wich would scarcely 
sell in other Western. countries even if 
their prices were drastically cut, 

The last straw for other EEC countries 
is that many of the things the Federal 
Republic buys from the GDR, food and 
textiles, which make up over half our 
purchases from the GDR, are items that 
are readily available and on constant offer 
all over the world. 2 

East Berlin is going to find it difficult 
to discover another country in the West 
that is as good a customer as the Federal 


Professor Merkel estimates that East 


Berlin alone has raked in about 500 
milllon Marks through this back door in 
the past year. 


` A particularly great increase in income 


for the GDR has come from recent 
agricultural exports to this country (150 
million Marks worth) since the liglı EEC 
prices are paid for these without any

These are far greater that) average world 
prices. But in other products the GDR is 
making good noney since these are not 
burdenèêd with EEC import duties. They 
fetched 140 million Marks more.

Karl-Heinz Schnellinger, Incidentally, 
cast doubt on the value of dress rehearsals 
of this kind.

Schnellinger would prefer trlals in prie. 
vate, yet even disregarding the substantial 
amount (200,000 Marks) paid in gate-. 
money by the 73,000 spectators Helmut 
Schênı feels that an İnternational is a far 
better trial than unrealistic training 
games. 

Helmut Schên would, howevor, have 
preferred the Riımanians to lave adopted 
different tactics. He expressed regret that 
Rumania resolutely nipped German at-. 
tacks in the bud. The standard of play, he 
maintained, suffered as a result. 

The .Rumanians, skilled in technique, 
and well trained, were obviously out to' 
„gain a prestige victory. Due to play off 
against England, Brazil and Czechoslovar: 
kia, they needed a buost in self: 
confidence, Their one-all draw in Stutt- 
gart will certainly have helped. 

Schön is certainly right in what he had: 
10 say about practising manoeuvres. In. 
this respect the Rumanlans were the worst , 
imaginable opponent, They enjoyed the i 
inèstimable advantage of playing as if ile ; 
World Cup depended upon it and their: 
fighting spirit paid off. The Bulgarlans’ 
will no doubt adopt the same tactics. 

With the pressure on a players true 
worth came to light. But orı balance tle 
same questions arise as beforehand. Schulz 
or Beckenbauer? Mûller or Seeler? And in 

midfield Netzer, perhaps? 

Questions, questions all around and 
never an answer forthcoming. Not even 
the best of recommendations is a guaran-
